OLDEST OF THE BOYS 
A TYPICAL DESPERADO 


Coolly Admits That He Shot Victim |= 
Twice and Does Not Quail Under 
Chief Desmond's Glance—Other Lad

Joseph, Mo., 16 years 
old, and Tommy L. Kelley of 1229 North 
Beventh street, 15 years old, arrested at 
noon Wednesday at Sixth and Market 
streets, admitted to Ohief of Detectives 
Desmond that they and another youth who 
has not yet been apprehended are the trio 
who attempted to rob truck gardeners early 
Wednesday morning and shot one of them. 

They denied having robbed a saloon at 
about the same time.

win, 18 years old, who says he caine to Ft. 
Louls from San Miguel, Cal., three days 
ago and met the other two boys in an 
alley at Broadway and Olive street. He 
denies being with them when the robberies 
to which they confess were committed. Ile 
refused to tell the police where he had been 
staying in St. Louls. He was found at 
Broadway and Market street. 

Johnny Green, wo did most of the talk- 
ing, was not at-all terrified hy his arrest 
and the severe ‘‘sweating’’ of Chief. Des-

When the chief asked him if he had shot

plied coolly:

BILL PROVIDES 
Uh ENFORCING 
TROLLEY LAWS 


Appointment of Supervisor and As- 
sistants, Who Shall Number Not 
More Than 20, Contemplated by 
Ordinance Now Before House. 


WILL REGULATE CAR SPEED 
AND COMPEL DUE STOPS 


Another Bill Has Been Introduced, 
Which Provides Only for One In- 
spector Without Assistants and 
Which Confers Less Authority. 


The House of Delegates at its meeting 
next Friday will consider Delegate Griffin's 
bill calling for the appointment of a super- 
visor of street railways. 

The bill provides that the supervisor shall 
be appointed by the mayor and the appoint- 
—s approved by the Council, and that he 
Shall hold office at the pleasure of the 
mayor. 

The supervisor shall receive a salary of 
$260 a year and shail have one clerk, one 
stenographer and a number of assistants, 
not to exceed 20, to assist him in the carry- 
ing out of his duties. 

The bill defines the duties of the super- 
visor as follows: He shall investigate the 
condition and method of operation of the 
street railways and regulate such opera- 
tion, and shall report the violation of any 
of the ordinances covering the operation of 
street railways to the proper officials. 

Aug. 21 Delegate Witthoeft intreduced a 
similar bill, except that it did not call for 
the appointment of assistants to the super- 
visor. His bill also provided that the House 
of Delegates should apprové the appoint- 
ment and that the man chosen should hold 
office for a period of four years. The bill 


also provided that the appointee furnish a 
$100,000 bond. 

Delegate Griffin’s bill calls for no bond. 
The salary of the supervisor and his as- 
Ssistants, if he decides that 20 are neces- 
Sary, will amount to $20,000 a year.

MAMMOTH IN THE ARCTIC REGIONS

Employe of Government Says 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 9.—‘I don't wish 


to make myself ridiculous to the scientific 
world by stating as a fact that at least 
one living specimen of the mammoth fam- 
ily is still roaming at large on the Ameri- 


can side of the arctic regions, but I saw 
with my own eyes comparatively fresh 
tracks that apparently could not have 
becn made by any other kind of an ani- 
mal but a mammoth. I ran across the an- 
imal’s tracks in the Island of UWiitmak, 
which is 126 miles long and 26 miles in 
width. It is about four miles from the 
main land and animals can walk back and 
forth from land.” 

So spoke Dr. J. P. Frizzell at the Palace 
Hotel today. Dr. Frizzell is in the govern- 
ment’s employ and has been in the arctic 
rewxion for several years. 

“The tracks could be distinctly seen in 
the ice and snow, and I followed them for 
quite a adlsetance,”’ gaid the Doctor. 

“They sank four inches into the hard 
frozen ground. They were four feet apart,

Unimak Island That Couldn’t Have Been Made 
by Smaller Animal.

He Saw Recent Tracks on 


the animal. The dimensions of the tracks 
were 19 by 20 inches. In each were the dis- 
tinct impressions of 18 toes. 

“I ran across these animal tracks in the 
country between Mount Homgromni and 
Muunt Scheschald, the latter being 9200 
feet in height. It is now an active vdlcano. 

“Unimak fairly teems with animal life 
and particularly with much large game. It 
is a hunter’s paradise for caribou, bear 
and the red fox. We were unable to see 
any white specimens of the fox. 

“Animals abound there by the thousands 
and there is any amount of the ptarmigan 
or grouse, 

“The cinnamon variety of bear tne. is 
& large animal, but an anima! of that kind 
cvuld not have made the tracks. 

“I and the members of my party ran 
across them. The tracks were so large and 
almost circular in form that a large bucket 
turned down over one of them would just 
about have covered it, 

“Should I later on have occasion and 
more time, I will devote it to studying the 
tracks and following them to wherever 
fj} they may lead.’ sg

POLICE TAKE NEGRO 
FROM AN ANGRY MOB

After Fierce Battle, They Prevent 
Lynching in the Streets of 
Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—Under a _ fire 
bricks and stones, policemen last night 
rescued a negro murderer from a mob of 
would-be lynchers. 

Ten minutes before, John Brinkley, a 
negro watchman, had shot and killed 
Charles McCarthy, a plasterer, in the pres- 
ence of the latter's wife, who stood in 
the doorway holding her baby. Then the 
negro, backing into the doorway/ of his 
own quarters, held a crowd of 200 men and 
buys at bay, until Patrolman Robert Moon- 
ey walked up to him and disarmed him. 
Then came the sccond and exciting at- 
tempt of the mcb to wreck vengeance on 
the murderer. 

Mooney opened the door and took his 
risoner into the office of the tile factory. 
n which Brinkley was employed, to await 
the patrol wagon. But as he did so, the 
crowd surged forward wiih cries of ‘Lynch 
him, lynch him, get a rope.” the police- 
man tried in vain to close the door on the 
crowd and keep it closed. but even with 
the assistance of the now terrified mur- 
derer, it wns useless. 

While Mooney was thus struggling, 
Brinkley turned and fled from the officer 
by the rear door. The mob saw the escape 
and, headed by Mooney 
an alley in pursuit. The negro ran sév- 
eral blocks before he was finally overtaken, 
The policeman having been brushed aside, 
Brinkley was now at the merey of the 
crowd. 

A teamster jumped down from his wagon 
and began lashing the negro across the 
face with his. whip, the victim being held 
the while by a dozen men and poys. It 
was just when.the cries were growing 
more furious and an attempt was being 
made to drag the murderer away that a 
patrol wagon arrived with three police- 
men, who together with Mooney. used their 
clubs and fought thelr way through the 
struggling mass of men while bricks and 
stones rained on them from every side. 

It was only by a desperate rush that the 
four policemen seized the negro and suc- 
ceeded in geting him into the patrol wag- 
on. Then. followed by a few parting mis- 
alles. the horses were whipped up and the 
rescued prisoner whirled to the police sta- 


tion.

A PARABLE OF A HOUSEHOLDER. 

In his Moberly Labor Day address Mr. Folk said: “If the 
city had received a fair compensation for franchises it would 
be millions better off today.” 

The millions represented by these franchises were purloined 
hy franchise grabbers who got them without paying an equiva- 
lent to the city. 

In many cases, however, they did not get them for nothing. 
They paid bribes to assemblymen who handed out the public 
wealth which they were appointed to ghard and keep. 

Theft of public values by bribery of public servants is the 
same in nature as the theft of a householder’s chattels by the 
purchased conscience of the private watchman. 

The thief lusts after the citizen’s gold watch and silverware. 
Unable for some reason to effect an entrance into the house 
himself he pays the watchman a few dollars to do the work 
for him. Being a trusted servant the watchman can easily 
obtain access to the valuables. He hands the stuff out to the 
thief and both escape.
